MRS. ISADORE FRIEDMAN MAKES 
SECOND ATTEMPT TO END HER LIFE- 
PHYSICIANS SAY SHE CANNOT LIVE

In a second attempt made within a 
few weeks to end her life, Mrs. Isa- 
dore Friedman swallowed a quarter 
of a pound of Paris Green mixed with 
water, at her home on North King: 
street, at 7 o’clock Saturday morning. 
She is still living, but a physician 
holds out no hope that she will sur­ 
vive. 
Mr®. Friedman was just recover­ 
ing f^om her first attempt to com­ 
mit suicide which was made about 
four weeks ago-, When 
she. took an 
unce of 
iodine. 
Prompt 
use 
of 
emetics and the stomach pump saved 
her life at that time, an$ although 
the same measures were used prompt­ 
ly Saturday, the quantity 
of 
the 
poison taken, and the shock to her 
already weakened 
system will 
un­ 
doubtedly make her second attempt 
result fatally. 
The quantity of ar­ 
senic in the mixture she took, the at­ 
tending physician said, was enough to 
kill at least a dozen people. 
The Paris Green was' bought 
by 


Mrs Friedman one day this week at 
a local drug store, where the sales­ 
man sold her the poison upon her rep­ 
resentation that she wanted it to kill 
potato bugs. 
Domestic infelicity is the cause of 
Mrs. Friedman’s two attempts to kill 
herself. 
Following her unsuccessful 
effort to end her life four weeks ago, 
she brought suit for divorce, and to 
secure an equal share of the property 
cf her husband, whom she said she 
had furnished the capital to enter 
business, and for the custody of the 
minor children. She had been award­ 
ed temporary alimony and the cus­ 
tody of the little daughter, Nanette, 
during the pendency of the suit. 
Her mother and sister, Mrs. Barnett 
and Miss Lena Barnett who had been 
with her since the first attempt to 
kill herself, returned to their home in 
Cincinnati Thursday, leaving her in 
the care of a nurse, whom she eluded 
long enough to take the poison, which 
she had concealed in her room.

THIRTY WARRANTS 
READY TO SERVE ON 
FOOD PROFITEERS 


Chicago, Aug. IO.—Interest in the 
drive against the food profiteers cen­ 
tered today in the 
investigation of 
charges that there exists a conspiracy 
for the interstate juggling of foods 
in order to keep a large cache of sur­ 
plus foodstuffs hidden from the eyes 
of federal and state officials, and the 
probable arrest of 30 
alleged pro­ 
fiteers. 
The office of 
District 
Attorney 
dyne was making rapid preparations 
to unearth, if possible a large quan­ 
tity of foodstuffs alleged by Gov. 
Cox, of Ohio, to have been shipped 
to Chicago storage houses to escape 
its detection by Ohio officials. 
Evidence said to have been obtain­ 
ed by the office of the Chicago dis­ 
trict attorneys shows 
that Chicago 
wholesalers have, by shipping all sur­ 
plus foodstuffs to Ohio wholesalers, 
managed to maintain the customary 
“shortage” in this city, which is used 
as one excuse for high prices. 
Col. H. R. Harris, Jr., in charge of 
the district attorney’s office during 
Clyne’s absence in Washington has 
issued instructions that the books and 
records of every shipper, cold stor­ 
age man and packer, concerning any 
shipments of meat or foodstuffs, be 
preserved. 
He has warned that for 
any dealer to report that such rec­ 
ords have been lost or stolen will be 
prima facie evidence of guilt. 
Orders were also issued from the 
district attorney’s office for a sharp 
lookout for a large quantity of meats 
supposed to- be on the way here from 
a Cleveland 
market 
house. 
This, 
Colonel Harris stated, will probably 
be seized for public sale. 
Thirty warrants for 
alleged pro­ 
fiteering are prepared and awaitiso- 
only the signature of dyne. As soon 
as he returns from Washington they 
will be served. Sugar and butter men 
and a number of retailers, are named. 
Thomas Obrien, special 
assistant 
to the district attorney has been nam­ 
ed head of a special bureau to inves­ 
tigate sugar complaints. 
The bureau 
is preparing an immediate search for 
a huge quantity of sugar alleged to 
be hidden in Chicago. 
Investigations 
now under way, or about to begin, 
will include besides 
sugar, 
butter, 
eggs, canned 
goods 
and 
produce 
hoarding. 
The date for the setting 
of the 
special United States grand jury to 
investigate the entire situation and 
which District Attorney d y n e hopes 
to have indicted the packers and oth­ 
ers accused of hoarding,
